Debate: Many Criticisms by Deputies 


Mr. JAMES DILLON (Ind.) said 
that the bill was a speculators’ bill, 
designed to ensure that - the 
speculators would get. what they 
wanted.

There is every indication that the 
Japanese have shot their bolt in the 
latest fighting in the Imphal and 
Kohima areas, says Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent in Kandy. . General 
Slim’s 14th.

All the participants in the 
conference of Dominion Premiers 
in London seem to agree that the 
first week of the deliberations was 
an unqualified success.

Church Parliament | 
General Synod, now holding 

its annual meeting at Christ- 

' church place, is the Church of 
Ireland’s Parliament. It consists of 
three orders—the bishops, the clergy 
and. the laity—and it contains two 


the House of Representatives. At 
the full Synod the two Houses sit 
together—the bishops on the plat- 
form, the representatives in the body 
of the chamber. 

The House of Bishops consists of 
all the Archbishops and Bishops 
holding appointments in the Church 
of Ireland at the time. The Lower 
House is composed of 216 clergy 
and 432 laity. These representa- 
tives are elected for a iod of 
three years by their local diocese. 
A certain number of seats is allowed 
each diocese according to its size. 
Any layman over twenty-one can 
be elected if he is a member and 
communicant. of the Church. 


Bills Before the Synod 
The proceedings are very like 
those of any other Parliament. 
Bills are proposed in the same way. 
They are introduced, receive a 
second reading, enter a committee 
stage, have their progress reported, 
and are then wound up in the usual 
fashion. mee
